His latest production for Colum- 
bia Pictures’ release, “Zotz!”, 
RGIDS. cee es Theatre audiences 
“die laughing.” 

Even in comedy, Castle has not 
entirely eschewed the “gimmick” 
approach of his horror hits. Ray 
Russell’s screenplay for “Zotz!”
